A POLITICAL UPROAR, 


Wild Scenes of Disorder 
In the House of 
Commons. 


Lord and Lady Churchill 
and a Member of the 
Royal Family.

Balfour’s Remarks on the Coercion Bill 
Hooted and Jeered—Dillion’s Impassioned 
Speech—Fathers Kelly and Slattery Re- 
ceive Popular Ovations on Their Way 
to Prison—Prince Alexander Sued by His 
Abductors for Money Advanced—Cham- 
berlain’s Letter—Members of the Aus- 
trian Cabinet Decorated—Nihilists Ar- 
rested With Poison on Their Persons 
Foreign News.

LONDON, March 29.—The operation of sus- 
pendingthe constitutional liberty of Ireland 
was exhibited in the House of Commons last 
night at its very worst. I never witnessed a 
more disorderly scene, and it would not be 
easy to imagine one like it. The Irish mem- 
bers, of course, were out in full force. 
Seated with them were the more 
advanced English Radicals, who began by 
sharing their views and ended by imitating 
their behavior. Balfour’s remarks prepara- 
tory to introducing his bill—one cannot call 
them a speech—were feeble almost beyond 
description. Finally. when, after quoting 
unimportant and unverified figures 
for ten minutes, he closed his 
manuscript and said, triumphantly: 
So much for statistics,’’ there was an in- 
stantaneous roar of laughter, which was pro- 
longed again and again. The spontaneity of 
the ridicule poured upon him by Liberals and 
Parnellites alike disheartened the Conserva- 
tives behind him. They raised but a few thin 
cheers. It was not, however, tilt he reached 
the coercive clauses themselves that 

TRR DISORDER GREW OVERWHELMING. 

He began by the bold statement, We pro- 
pose to abolish trial by jury altogether,’’ which 
evoked another roar of laughter from the Par- 
nellites, who, having once started, hardly 
stopped. Again, as he proceeded to d+tali the 
Government proposals he was assailed by 
a succession of contemptuous questions 
shouted at him, and by jeering interjections 
and suggested emendations of his 
speech, to Go ahead!’’ Keep it up!’’ 
„„Don't stop!' When he hesitated for a 
moment there wasa perfect chorus of cat- 
calls and inarticulate noises. At first every 
one was ustoanded. The Speaker did not in- 
terfere, but an explanation of his conduct is 
that it was doubtless wisest under the circum- 
stances as he saw ina moment that the Irish 
members were so excited and filled with 
passion as to pe absolutely beyond control, 
and he was not willing to provoke a direct 
conflict between himself and them, which 
could only have resulted in their suspension. 
Un the front opposition bench Gladstone and 
Morley sat side by side. Gladstone’s 
face flushed deep red, a most un- 
usual thing with him in his excitement, 
as the stringency of the measure became 
gradually apparent. Morley showed similar 
signs of deep feeling. Bothof them several 
times broke out into unconscious, indignant 
gestures. During the latter part of the speech 
all order and authority completely vanished. 
It was impossible to look on without feeling 
deeply the chaos to which the great assembly 
had been reduced. After Balfour's remarks 
there was 

W ONE MORE SENSATION 

as Dillon delivered one ot his most impas- 
sioned and remarkable speeches. He labored 
under great excitement, and practically shak- 
ing his fist in the face of the Government. He 
cried in a hoarse voice: ‘‘If the people of En- 
gland should be capable of passing 
such a law, I should give up all hope 
of ever seeing two people shake 
hands and be friends. If I thought they 
could accept such a measure, I would aban- 
don public agitation, for I would consider 
that the man had the heart of a slave who 
would submitto such a law. I should do 
either one of two things: I would leave for- 
ever the country wherein no Irishman could 
live except like a slave, orifthe Irish people 
wero willing, I would be proud and willing to 
lead them on to battle. 

Still more extraordinary was the fact that 
Gladstone turned completely round in his 
seat to see Dillon and applaud in a manner 
which can only be described as positively 
wild, cheering him onin the most conspicu- 
ous and enthusiastic manner. I have never 
seen him so moved by the utterances of any 
Parlimentary speaker. It is only fair to add 
that he probably did not catch the concluding 
words of the sentences he applauded, on ac- 
count of the tumult they created. 

AT THE LIBERAL HEADQUARTERS, 

after the debate, and throughout the country 
this morning, the most intense indignation {- 
felt at the Government’s proposals. Every- 
one is preparing fora warto theknife. Es- 
pecially has the announcement that the pro- 
posals will be made permanent, taken deep 

root in the minds of the people. It is hardly 
too soon to prophecy that the bill will not be 
passed in its present form.

FATHER RYAN COMMITTED TO PRISON. 

DUBLIN, March 29.—Father Ryan of the Her- 
bertstown branch of the National League pre- 
sented himself to-day before Justice Boyd of 
the Bankruptcy Court. He persisted in his 
refusal to tell the Court what he knew abcut 
the doings of tenants in his parish respect- 
ing the trusteeing of their rents under the 
plan of campaign, and was committed 
to prison. When Father Ryan emerged from 
the court a prisoner he was met by a multitude 
ofcitizens. They numbered many thousands 
and they cheered the priest with enthusiastic 
and prolonged applause and then followed 
him in procession to the jail, making his tour 
atriumphal march. A uumber of prominent 
men took partin this procession, and among 
the more conspicuous were Lord Mayor Sulli- 
van and Archbishop Croke. 

FATHER SLATTERY. 

Father Slattery was also summoned by 
Judge Boyd to give similar information to that 
demanded of Father Ryan. He likewise re- 
fused, and was also ordered to prison, Both 
priests were removed to jail in a cab. The 
people hooted and jeered the police in attend- 
anceon the caband for a while refused to 
permit it to proceed. A disturbance 
ensued, and the police, who were mounted, 
rode with drawn swords upon the crowd, and 
cleared a lane for thecab. Mr. O’Brien, ed- 
itor of United Ireland, also followed the 
prisoner to the jail. He, with the Lord Mayor 
and Archbishop Croke, rode in the Lord 
Mayor’s carriage. The mob threatened the 
police along the whole route and the scene at

DOMESTIC SPLEEN. 


Lord Randolph Churchill Returns to Lon- 
don—tThe Latest Bit of Scandal.

LONDON, March 29.—Lord Randolph Churchill 
arrived in London late Sunday night. It is 
understood that he has recovered from his fit 
of domesticspleen, and through the influence 
ot the Queen and of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales has become reconciled again to his 
wife. None of the most malignant gossips 
even remotéiy intimate that there was any 
just cause for his running away to the Conti- 
nent, and now that he is ack the papers are 
filled with flunkey paragraphs of exuberant 
joy over his return. 

WHY HE WENT AWAY. 
By Cable to the New York WORLD. 

LONDON, March 26.—Some of the society 
papers have hinted ata scandal in high Lon- 
don society which affected directly one of the 
members of the Royal family. Every one 
here understands and talks freely about what 
none of the English papers have ventured to 
more than hint at. The story, stripped of all 
its improbable features, relates to atemporary 
separation between Lord Randolph Churchill 
and his wife. It isa question whether this sep- 
aration will become permanent or not. Lord 
Randolph Churchill resigned from the Cabinet 
on account of this domestic difference. It is 
understood when his wife goesto New York, 
as she now intends to do within a few 
weeks, that he will return to London, and 
that a place will again be made for him in the 
administration. It is said here that Lord 
Randoiph Churchill is a very vain, irritable 
and jealous individual, and that he went off in 
a fit of rage to the Continent on account of 
his having discovered that Prince Edward of 
Wales, the eldest son of the Prince of Wales, 
was infatuated with Lady Churchill, and that his 
attentions to her had given rise to much talk. 
This young Prince, who is regarded as the 
next English King, since every one believes 
that the Queen will outlive the Prince of 
Wales, is a youth of very feeble mind and is 
the constant butt of all the Radical papers. He 
is only three and twenty and issucha typical 
dude in his manners and dress that he is 
known among Radical writers as ‘‘collars and 
cuffs.’’ The young Prince was ordered off to 
Malta just after Lord Randolph Churchill’s de- 
parture. He was detached from the Prince 
of Wales’s own regiment, the Tenth Hussars, 
and ordered to join the Sixtieth Rifles. He 
left last week under the guardianship of Capt. 
Greville and one other equerry. This is the 
first time, it is said, that the heir presumptive 
tothe throne has been sent off on foreign 
duty. The young man has evidently been put 
through a severe courseof discipline. He has 
been lectured by his grandmother, the 
Queen, and dy his father and moth- 
er. The malady of the young Prince 
is regarded simply as a severe case 
of ‘‘calf love. Lady Randolph Churcbill 
is blamed by no one beyond the point that she 
should perhaps have snubbed the young man 
before he had made such a public exhibition 
of his sentiments. She evidently was re- 
strained by her regard for his father 
and mother. The proof that there is 
not ths slightest blame to be attached 
to Lady Randolph is shown in the very 
gracious reception given to her by the Queen 
atthe last drawing-room, and by the very 
marked attentions which have been paid to her 
by the Prince and Princess of Wales since Lord 
Randolph’s departure. Every one blames the 
latter for his absurd jealousy, and charges his 
foolish departure to the Continent to his ex- 
cessive vanity and irritability. He is the butt 
of a number of jokes since it has been dis- 
covered that he has been quarantined ina

of the assassin retreating from his task at the 
last moment.

THE LAW OF 57. 


OF ITS REPEAL ON THE QUESTION 
OF SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


EFFECT 


„Sunday Closing” and the Results Which 
May Follow the Enforcement of the 
Downing Law—Fall ‘Significance of the 


Signed — The Much-Discussed Sunday 


—What It Will Do. 


The Governor has signed the bill repealing 
the law of 1857.’’ He did so yesterday—ot- 
Gcially sanctioning the removal from the city 
of St. Louis of special rights nat enjoyed 
legally by the other cities, towns, villages and 
rommunities of the State. This Jaw of 
ld what is it? The general discus- 
sion of it has greatly enlarged the 
scope of the act, and exaggerated wonderfully 
the etfect of the repeal. The lobby for the 
repeal was led by ministers. Rev. Dr. Lewis, 
late of St. John’s Methodist Church in this 
city, now of Kirkwood, was one of the most 
active. Rev. Dr. Niecolls of the Second 
Presbyterian Church was also interested 
in the — repeal, They were opposed 
hotly by the saloon element and almost the 
entire delegation from St. Louis voted 
against the repeal. All of the six Senators 
and ten of the Representatives frum the city 
were solidly opposed to the repeal, 
and the fight was waged with a 
degree of bitterness that rather en- 
larged the position of the bill in the public 
mind. The law of 1857 was an innocent meas- 
ure, born without teeth. It was not a mon- 


ster of Sabbath desecration. It provided 
simply and solely in the following 
language for the sale of refresh- 
ments other tban distilled liquors 


in the cities of St. Louis County if the inhabi 
tants wished such privileges on Sunday. The 
law was as follows: 

THE LAW OF 1857. 
Be it enacted etc. 

SECTION I. That the corporate authorities of the 
different cities in the County of St. Louls shall have 
the power, whenever a majority of the legal voters of 
the respective cities in said county authorize them 80 
to do. to grant permission for the opening of any es- 
tablishment or establishments within the cor- 
porate limits of said cities for the sale 
of refreshments of any kind (distifled liquors ex- 
cepted, on any day of the week. 

Sec. 2. Any person whoshall on Sunday sell or 
offer tor sale within the corporate limits of said 
citiesany distilled liquors, or any composition of 
which distilled liquors forms a part, shall be punished 
7 of not less than teu nor more than fifty dol-

ro. 3. The provisions of the first section of this 
act shall not be construed as authorizing the sale of 
ardent spirits on any day mentioned except as now by 


law allowed. 

Sec.4 All acts and parts of acts conflicting with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. This 
act to take effect from its passage. 

On March 4, 1857, the above law was ap- 
proved, and the foliowing spring a majority 
of the inhabitants of St. uis voted for the 
sale of ‘‘refreshments’’ on Sunday asthe law 

rovided. There existed at that 

me rigid Sunday laws, which Still 
remain on the statute books of the State, 
whose provisions were not suspended for the 
benefit of St. Louis nor repealed. These laws 


are of force to-day, though they are 
nowhere enforced. In volume No. 1, 
Revised Statues, 1879, a 274,

will be found sections 1578 to 1582 inclusive, 
in which will be found prohibitions of labor 
by any person on Sunday, the compelling of 
any apprentice, servant, or any other 
erson under his control to or- 
orm other than the household offices 
of daily necessity, or other works of charity 
or necessity; of hunting or shooting, horse 
racing, cock fighting, playing at cards or 
games of any kind; of selling goods, wares 
or merchandise. In addition to the exception 
to works of charity or necessity, a 
druggist is permitted to sell his drugs, and 
any person who observes any other day than 
Sunday as his Sabbath is exempted specifically 


from the provisions as to laboring and 
hunting on Sunday and inſerentially 
from the other provisions. Ferry- 


men are permitted to cross passengers any 
dayinthe week. Spasmodic attempts have 
been made to enforce these Sunday regula- 


tions, but the public opinion against 
them has generally led to the 
abandonment of the attem pt after 


a few Sundays. The repeal of the law of 
1857 does not add new force or vigor to these 
regulations, but at least superficially allows 
the Downing law to operate on the City of St. 
Louis, as it has previously affectea the re- 
mainder of the State. When in 1883 the 
DOWNING LAW 

passed an attempt was made to make it apply 
to St. Louis. Arrests were made of saloon- 
keepers selling on Sunday, and the combined 


brewers and saloon-keepers contributed 
to a fund which made one arrest 
1 test case. Judge Noonan de- 


cided that the acceptation by a majority of 
the citizens of St. Louis of the provisions of 
he law of 1857 in 1858 exempted the city 
from the operations of the Downing law so 


far as the sale of refreshments went. On 
that decision the prosecutions were 
— abandoned. 


In the acts to amend sections 5438, 5440, 5442, 
5456 5464, to repeal section 5462 of chapter 98,and 
adding three sections thereto, known as 
the Downing law, approved March 24, 
1888, there is but one section referring to 
the closing of saloons on Sunday. Sen 
amendment of section 5457, and, as amended, 
the section reads as follows:

Another is 
based upon sections 6,255 and 6,256, page 1,234 
valume li, Revised Statutes. These sections 
provide that notice of intention to apply for the 
enactment of local or special laws shall be 
published in each county er incorporated city 
or town to be affected by such local or special 
legislation, by advertisement in some news- 
paper for thirty days betore the 
application is made. It is held that 
this applies as well to the repeal ot special 
laws, and that the required notice was not 
given—hence the repealing act was defective 
and invalid, Other objections have been sug- 
gested. 

WHAT MAY HAPPEN. 

The repealing act goes into effect June 19. 
Should the police be instructed then to enforce 
the law quoted above and the usual erusade be 
begun against the sale of liquors, the retalia- 
tory measures which have made the Sabbath 
an interesting day when the Downing law was 
in force for a couple of weeks some years ago 
may be adopted by the saloon-keepers. They 
may insist upon the enforcement of the other 
sunday laws, prohibiting all labor, hunt- 
ing, games of all kinds and sales of 
ali articles except those of immediate neces- 
sity. Strict constructions of these laws 
would atop street cars, close cigar stores and 
drug stores except for immediately necessary 
drugs, theatres and even a quiet game 
of whistor backgammon would be contrary 
to the terms of the law. Beer gardens will 
be closed by the enforcement of the Downing 
law, because deer could not de 
sold, and even relying on the 
sales of pop and sarsaparella to make even 
with expenses the enforcement of the other 
Sunday laws with relation to labor would stop 
the music and prevent the waiters peddling the 
waters. Ball parks could be closed under the 
last-named set of laws, livery stables might 
be prevented from renting their teams, and 
public carriages of all kinds from running.

IE RAILROADS. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE CENTRAL TRAF- 
FIC ASSOCIATION ACCORDING TO LAW.

The Roads Will Combine to Protect Them- 
selves—Form of the Agreement—New 
Southern Illineis Road—Chicag®, Grand 
Tower & Texas Railroad—Two Important 
‘Meetings—Central lowa—Notes. 


CHICAGO, III., March 29.—A local paper this 
morning prints the most important features of 
the new plan of organization of the Central 
Traffic Association, recently agreed upon. 
The objects of the organization are stated to 
be: To prevent undue and unreasonable 
preférences or disadvantages between local- 
ities and persons for like and con- 
temporaneous service, and to avoid 
the railway evils and losses resulting 
from unjust discriminations. It is also pro- 
vided by the agreement that the presidents, 
managing officers, or authorized representa- 
tives of railways in the association shall au- 
thorize all joint measures required to carry 
the purposes of the same in effect. They 
shall appoint the chief officers of the associa- 
tion and approve all appointees and their 
salaries and expenses. Fifteen members of 
the association shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. Questions af- 
fecting revenne require unanimity among 
all the members of the association. The 
officers in charge of the freight depart- 


ments shal! constitute a standing freight com- 
mittee. The officers in charge of the passen- 
ger departments shall constitute a standing 
assenger committee. Should questions arise 
n the eurrent conduct of the affairs of the as- 
sociation which require immediate decision, 
the chairman shall make temporary decisions 
which shall be snbject to review at the next 
meeting of the association. The members 
of the association agree to furnish 
the * office of the chairman with 
copies of all their State and interstate 
classifications and tariffs of rates and fares, 
ang of all changes in the same, and also cer- 
tified copies of all contracts, agreements and 
arrangements with other common carriers in 
relation to 8 trafiic affected by the pro- 
visions of the interstate act, 2 all 
such as may be from time to time filed with 
the Interstate Commeree Commission 
at Washington. The members of 
the association pledge themselves to 
observe all said classifications, . sched- 
ules, rates, fares—and the divisions, 
thereof—contracts, agreements and arrange- 
ments so filed. No changes in competitive 
State or interstate rates, fares, or classifica- 
tions which have been agreed upon by the 
association shall be made by any member 
thereof without notifying all ſts eomnetitors 
involved and the chairman. If any 
member has occasion to com 
the Interstate Commission 0 
railways or routes tor vi lation 
the law, or of devices which affect the 
railway and pubfic interests, he shall present 
such complaint to the chairman for, consider- 
ation and action by the association, and any 
presentation thereof to the Interstate Commis- 
sion may be made by the association if so re- 
quested by the complainant.Should the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission prefer charges 
against any member of this association 
through the office of the chairman it 
shall be his duty to promptly in- 
‘vestigate the same, but no final 
response to such charges or reports to the as- 
sociation shall be made by him until the 
charges and his reply have been submitted to 
the company complained of and the consent 
of the member complained of obtained. In 
like manner the chairman may upon request 
of any member of the association act for him 
before the Interstate Commission upon com- 
plaints alleged by it to the railways direct. 
For all these purposes the chairman of 
the association is designated and author- 
ized as the officer to transmit and 
receive communications exchanged between 
the association and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and adjacent traffic associations. 
A sum of $10,000 is to be deposited monthly to 
secure the payment of current expenses to 
be assessed in the proportions, as. nearly as 
can be ascertained, ofthe gross earnings de- 
rived by each railway in the association.

Trial—Cause of Death—The Burial. 


His condition grew gradually worse, and when 
Dr. Dorsett visited the jail this morning he 
found his patient in so low a condition that he 


and Jailor Siegmund immediately de- 
termined to apply to the Cir- 
euit Attorney to have the man 


taken back to the City Hospital. At 10:30 
o’clock they visited Mr. Clover and laid the 
facts before him, Dr. Dorsett giving it as his 
opinion that Dille could not possibly live an- 
other month. Mr. Clover said that he would 
await the return of Judge Normile and place 
the application for removal before him. The 
conference had hardly ended when a guard 
who entered Dille’s cell found the prisoner 
dead, he haying expired in less than an hour 
after Dr. Dorsett had left him. 

When Dille killed his wife on January 18 he 
cut his own throat with a razor, and was laid 
up at the City Hospital until February 7, when 
he was taken to the Coroner’s office to be 
present at the inquest on his wife. He was 
very pale, weak and emaciated at the time, 
and should have been returned to the hos- 
pital, but instead was placed in a cell. From 
that time he has gradually grown weaker, un- 
til it became evident that his days were num- 
bered. Gangrene of the lungs was the ail- 
ment, and the stench arising from was 


so bad that his cell had to be changed fre- 
8988 He had just been removed to a new 
cell this morning and breathed his last in cell 
No. 27. His death willsave the State consid- 
erable expense. He carried insurance on his 
life in several orders, but after the killing of 
his wife was expelled, so that the children 
will not now receive any money, whereas 
roe would have been given several thousand 
a 


dollars if he had died at the time he cut his 
throat. Dille was 4 years of age, a German, 
and was a carpenter by trade. 

THE CRIME 


for which he was awaiting trial was a most 
barbarous one. He lived with his wife, 
Fredericka, and six small children, at No. 
1924 Angelrodt street. He was a drunken, 
worthless husband and father, and shortly 
before the murder was discharged from the 
＋ where he was last employed. He and 

is wife had frequent quarrels, and he often 
threatened to take her life. She thought he 
would some da put his threat 
into execution an remarked to her 
neighbors and relatives more than once that if 
she was ever ‘ound murderedthey could rest 
assured that he had killed her. About 11:36 
o’clock on the morning of January 18 Dille 
gave Si to one of his children and told them 
all to leave the house and not return until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. They all went toa 
cousin’s house, except Johanna, the eldest, 
who remained in the neighborhood with the 
baby, as it was too cold to take the child so 
far without a wrap. About 1:45 o’clock 
she returned home and found her father drag- 
ging her mother to the bed by the feet and saw 
him raise her and place heron the bed. The 
floor was covered with blood which had evi- 
dentiy come from a huge gash in the woman’s 


throat. On beholding his daughter Dille 
rushed at her with a razor which he held 
in his hand, and she dashed down 


the steps with the baby and ran screaming 
into a neighbor’s house. When the neighbors 
went to the house they found Dille washing up 
blood from the floor and he carried three 
buckets of bloody water out of the 
house, While Henry Pabst, a shoemaker, 
was in the house with bim the 
murderer grabbed up a butcher knife 
from the table and ran it into his throat, 
Pabst being unable to prevent the deed. The 
supposition was that Dille intended to do 
away with all blood marks about the house 
after killing his wife and then burn her body, 
as he seemed anxiousto getrid of the blood 
and blood-stained clothing. 
HIS STORY. 

At the inquest Dille told the story of the 
killing in amost dramaticmanner. He claimed 
thata day ortwo before the murder he and 
his wife both got drunk, and after they had 
spent every cent in the house determined that 
they should die together. She told him, he 


said, to send the children away, and 
on the day of the killing, Tuesday, 
after they had gone, said that he 


should cut her throat first and his own after- 
ward. She then laid herself on the floor and 
cut her throat slightly with the knife to show 
him how to doit, and then he took the knife 
and did the job. After killing her he became 
so confused that he did not know what he was 
doing. He had intended to hang himself after 
he had cleaned up everything, although he 
had promised his wife he would cut his 
throat. 
THE FUNERAL. 

His vem was removed to the Morgue this 
morning, from which place he will be buried 
by the brother of the woman he killed.

THE DIERBERGER MURDER TRIAL. 


The State Closes and the Defense Presents 
Its Testimony To-Day, 


The defense this morning commenced the 
hearing of testimony in the case of OttoL. 
Dierberger on trial in the Criminal Court be- 
fore Special Judge Thomas. 

Mrs. Toomey, widow of John Horn, whom 
Dierberger killed, was recalled to the stand to 
show that she had brought suit against 
Dierberger tor $5,000 damages for 
killing her husband. Her attorney, 
R. S. McDonald, was also placed on the stand 
to testify tothe same fact. The idea was to 
show that she was interested in a financial 
way in the case. 

Car Driver Thomas testified that Horn and 
Jackson were quarrelsome on his car and that 
before getting on they cried out: ‘* Hello hood- 
lum?“ at him.

Kentuckians the Largest People in the 
World Except the Great Scandinavians. 


From the Courier-Journal. 

Is is a curious fact that Kentuckians are 
the biggest men, 12 in the United 
States, and, with the exception of the 
gigantic Scandinavians, the largest in the 
world. During the war Dr. A. B. Gould, 
who is now the astronomer of the Argen- 
tine Confederation, as the head of the 
Sanitary Commission made careful 
measurements of 250,000 soldiers, which 
are compared with the measurements of 
other nations and States as follows: 
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The measurements were made of sol- 
diers in the Federal armies, and, since 
Tennessee furnished comparatively few, 
it follows that the measurements were 
mostly of Kentuckians. It will be noticed 
that there are one-third more tall men in 
Kentucky than anywhere else, and that 
her sons excel any others at all points ex- 
cept the Scandinavians.

Every Point Disputed by an Army of At-

A list of the jurors empaneled to 
try the election fraud cases was sub- 
mitted to the court by Clerk Selby.

Judge Brewer then stated that the court was 
ready to hear the excuses of jurors who had 
reasons to offer under Oath for not serving.

Mr. Marshall stated that he was, but was 
not prepared for trial, as all his witnesses had 
not been summoned. He further stated that 
he had been informed bythe United States 
Marshal that it was necessary for the defend- 
ant to give security for the cost of bringing 
the witnesses into court. The attorney stated 
that he thought this was an interference with 
the rights granted by article VI of the United 
States Constitution, which gave every defend- 
ant the benefit of the processes to secure the 
presence of all witnesses. 

Judge Brewer held that an act designating 
the ways and means by which a defendant 
might avail himself of the Constitutional pro- 
visions is not in conflict with the Constitution ; 
and the defendant must accordingly eitber de- 
ey costs or make the specified affidavit that 

e is a pauper. 

Mr. Marshall consented to present the af 
davit of pauperism for his client. In view of 
the fact that the witnesses were not on hand, 
he asked that the case be laid over until to- 
morrow morning. Only nineteen jurors re- 
mained in the box, and as the challenges 
might leave less than twelve men a continu- 
ance might be necessary. Notwithstanding 
this fact Judge Brewer said the Court was 
desirous of seeing the cases gototrial, but 
would discharge witnesses until to-morrow, 
so that the defendant might avail himself of 
the processes of the court. 


MORRISSEY’S CASE. 

The case of Peter J. Morrissey charged him 
with having falsely impersonated persons 
who were registered in the First Ward, and 
with having received the ballots on these reg- 
istrations while acting as judge of election. 
On motion of M.. Napton, Morrissey’s case 
went over until to-morrow, the Government 
consenting, as they wished to try the Egan 
case first. The charges against Morrissey in 
indictments Nos. 2,804 and 2,805 were consol- 
idated. 

When the case of Edward Green was called 
a motion was made by the District Attorney to 
consolidate the indictments for trial. Green 
was first indicted for having altered the Con- 
gressional vote in one of the Tenth Ward 
precincts as a judge, while in 
reality acted as clerk. To 
remed this a second indictment 
as clerk was returned charging the same of- 
fense.

THE PRESIDENT CANNOT REFUSE TO VISIT 
ST. LOUIS AND THE WEST. 


Members of the Special Committee Believe 
Their Proposed Visit to Washington 
Will Be Successful—Mrs. Cleveland’s In- 
fluence to be Sought—The Grand Army 
Invitation to be Made More General. 


The committee appointed by Mayor Francis 
yesterday to take charge of the popular move- 
ment to invite the President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land to visit St. Louis this fall, is going to take 
hold of the subject with a determination to 
bring them here if it is possible to get them 
west of the Alleghenies. All the members of 
the committee have taken the subject in hand 
with an unexpected enthusiasm and it is alto- 
gether improbable that Mr. Cleveland will be 
able to resist the spontaneous call from 
the citizens of St. Louis and the people of 
the great West. All of the members 
of the committee believe that the way to bring 
the President to the city is to forward to him 
the monster invitation now in course of prep- 
aration. They alsé believe in bringing the 
strongest influence to bear on Mrs. Cleveland, 
believing that her wish will weigh more 
heavily with the President than all the invita- 
tions that could be extended to him from 
every section of the United States. With Mrs. 
Cleveland’s influence to back it up the invita- 
tion from the citizens of St. Louis would be 
sure of acceptance. 

C. C. RAINWATER, 
who presented to the President the invitation 
to attend the Triennial Conclave of the 
Knights Templar sent him last spring, said 
this morning that the President could not re- 
fuse. He should not refuse, said Mr. 
Rainwater, ‘‘and I do not believe he will. 
Daniel Webster knew no North or South, no 
East or West, but I do not think President 
Cleveland can afford to know no West. It 
will be a good thing for St. Louis to have him 
come out, a good thing for the country anda 
good thing for the President. The people of 
the West want to see Mr. Cleveland and to 
know him. They want to show him their 
hospitality. Mr. Cleveland cannot afford 
to decline this second invitation. It would 
not be a declination; it would be a refusal this 
time. I think the President will geome out 
here, but I believe in making the invitation we 
extend him as cordial and as strong as possi- 
ble. The mammoth invitation ought to be 
taken to Washington by a delogation, and 1 
am in favor of having that delegation com- 
posed in part of ladies. I shall advocate that 
atthe meeting of the committee to-morrow.

pany, although it serves but 10 per cent 
more subscribers. 

The difference was explained when offi- 
cers of the Bell Company testified before 
a Massachusetts Legislative Committee 
that the cost of this Boston Company’s 
plant was only $129,550, and that its stock 
was watered so enormously because its 
net profits were $135,499, or more than 100 
per cent on the net cost. 

The Bell Company, having a monopoly 
of the instruments, can in such cases 
force the local company to water its stock 
and turn over a large part of the same 
to the Bell Company for the privilege of 
using its franchise and paying $14 a year 
rental on each of its three-dollar instru- 
ments! It, therefore, does not intend to 
permit the Providence Company to go on 
serving subscribers ata reasonable price 
and declaring dividends of 20 per cent on 
an honest capitalization. So, as the con- 
dition of further operation under the Bell 
Company’s monopoly, the Providence 
Company has been required to water its 
stock to $800,000, and to turn over 35 per 
cent of the same to the Bell Company, 
besides paying the old rate for the instru- 
ments. 

Between permitting chartered com- 
panies to do this sort of thing unchecked 
by the law of the land, and licensing 
gangs of men torob on the highways, the 
difference in morals or in effect upon the 
public welfare is too small to talk about. 
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Borat the State Department and at 
the Russian embassy it is denied that 
an extradition treaty between the 
United States and Russia has been signed 
and now awaits ratification, which excepts 
attempts upon the Czar’s life from the 
category of political offenses. When Or- 
SINI made his attempt to kill the Emperor 
and Empress of France, and succeeded 
only in killing bystanders whom he did 
not wish to hurt, the extradition of some 
of his accomplices was demanded from 
Great Britain on the ground that their 
crime was ordinary murder, the victims 
of it being private persons. But because 
the motive and intent of their action was 
to remove the French Emperor as an 
obstacle to the Liberal movement in 
Europe, Great Britain held that the crime 
was a political one and refused to sur- 
render the participants who were arrested 
in England. If our Government has un- 
dertaken to deny the right of asylum to 
regicides by excepting regicide from the 
catalogue of political offences and class- 
ing itas ordinary murder, our treaty- 
makers are doing moreto protect the 
persons. of despots from the ven- 
geance oftheir own maddened subjects 
than England ever did—certainly more 
than any American statesmen ever before 
proposed to do. 

THE coercion bill now pending in the 
British Parliament is a resort to the old 
policy of torture that has been tried so 
often, and the only effect of which has 
been to make Ireland more wretched, 
more discontented, more and more the 
plague spot of the United Kingdom and a 
shametul monument of British injustice 
and stupidity. Upon the slightest grounds 
and flimsiest pretexts, it proposes to prac- 
tically abolish the right of trial by jury 
and freedom of the press; to clothe the 
magistrates with inquisitorial powers; 
to create a catalogue of new crimes, and 
to provide for the deportation and trial 
in England of all persons accused of cer- 
tain kinds of crime in Ireland. In short, 
itisa measure saturated with the atro- 
cious spirit ef alien government, and 
every provision in it is a new corrobora- 
tion of GLADSTONE’s pleas for Home 
Rule. 
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THE calling of the special session of the 
Legislature has given Gov. MARMADUKE an 
unusually strong position with the people 
of Missouri and with the Democratic 
party.

The substitution of combination for com- 
petition in the production and sale of the-nec- 
essaries of life and the essentials of business 
goes on apace—and ata rapid pace, too. 

The interstate commerce law is an atternpt 
to prevent ‘‘pooling’’ arrangements by rail- 
roads, whereby communities and individuals 
are discriminated against in the interest of 
terminal or distant points and overstocked or 
superfluous corporations. But no State laws 
have yet been able to prevent ‘‘combines’’ 
of capitalists from fixing the production 
and the price of coal, which holds confined 
the motive power of nearly all great enter- 
prises, including the railroads. 

The Pennsylvania ‘‘Association of Bitumi- 
nous Coal Producers’’ has just ‘‘arranged’’ 
the price of the produet to Eastern buyers and 
‘*fixed a fine for all who cut the price.“ This 
prohibition of competition can, itis said, be 
carried out under the law. And yet there is 
on the statute book of Pennsylvaniaa law 
against conspiracies. It has been enforced 
against miners who combined in an effort to 
secure something better than starvation 
wages, and several of them were sent to 
prison. But the combination ofcoal barons 
continues to work its will. Isit any wonder 
that labor is coming to feel that the laws are 
notequal, and that organized society is bent 
upon its oppression? 
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Why Carlisle Refused the Treasury.

Speaker Carlisle also indicated the in- 
cipiency of a strong movement in favor of the 
President when he declined the portfolio of 
the Treasury.

This scene won a good deal of 
enthusiasm and admiration, perhaps moré de- 
servedly so than the closing catastrophe in 
which Andreas is poisoned by the love-philter 
and dies under her eyes, for it is manifest 
that Bernhardt is far more effective in the 
delineation of ignoble passion than in the por- 
trayal of womanly grief. It cannot be said 
that ‘‘Theodora’’ is a noble play when one 
regards its theme and its treatment. It is 
massive, ingenious and striking, but its thrill 
is one of horror,often bordering upon disgust.

A REMARKABLE STORY OF BUSINESS DE- 
CEPTION, FRAUD AND FLIGHT. 


The Collapse of the Edmiston & Warrell 
Manufacturing Company — How Two 
Poor Young New Yorkers Got a Start by 
Marrying Rich Western Girls—Creditors 
Given Paper Issued by Fictitious Firms 
—A Sad Meeting.

NEW YORK, March 29.—A remarkable story 
of business deception, fraud and flight, 
mingled with a dash of romance, came to the 
surface yesterday at a meeting of business men 
held in the Astor House. The persons present 
were the creditors of the Edmiston & Waddell 
Manufacturing Company, dealers in agricult- 
ural implements, whose central office was at 
9 Broadway, Williamsburg, until a month 
ago. The creditors are anxious to know how 
they can get at least a part of the $30,000 due 
them by the firm, and have secured ex-Gov. 
Leon Abbett of New Jersey as their legal ad- 
viser. Edmiston & Waddell established 
themselves as New York agents for 
a Western manufactory of mowers 
in 1877. They were looked upon 
as bright business young men, with a fair 
chance of success. They had both worked for 
A. T. Stewart, and both went West together. 
They settled in Rockford, III., where they 
were employed together ina manufactory of 
agricultural implements. While so employed 
they were introduced into the family of Will- 
jam McGreggor, a prosperous manufacturer, 
who was rated at $50,000, and who had two 
lovely daughters. Shortly after there was a 
double wedding in Rockford, and the Misses 
McGreggor became Mrs. Edmiston and Mrs. 
Waddell. The two young men retured to New 
York in 1877, bringing their wives with them. As 
agents for the manufacturer of mowers they 
appeared to be suocessful, and their 
orders came in rapidly. They spread into 
other branches of trade aud began to handle 
all sorts of agricultural implements and car- 
riages. A little credit was established and the 


father-in-law indorsed some of their paper. 
The firm moved to Brooklyn in 1881 and busi- 
ness continued to boom with them. They had 
agents on the road and sold goods in eve 
State in the Union. In 1885 the Edmiston 
Waddell Manufacturing Company was formed,

On March 22 an- 
other circular was sent to the creditors, with- 
drawing the call for the meeting on 
March 28, and proposing that a new 

to succeed to the business 
good-will of the old company be 
organized, and that the officers of the old 
company work on salary for the new and ‘‘to 
transfer to itthe assets of the old company 
by purchasing for the new company from the 
parties now holding their accounts, notes, 
warehouse receipts and goods at a price and 
and on terms which will realize at least 50 per 
cent profit for the new company.

In explaining this request the circular stated 
that strikes in the carriage and harness trade 
had caused the company to lose over 1,500 
orders for carriages and 1,000 or- 
ders for harness.

When they re- 
assembled Gov. Abbett was present, and for 
two hours the creditors were closeted with 
him. He heard their story and left to meet 
them again at ll o’clock to-day, when he will 
advise them what can be done. 
FRAUDULENT TRANSACTIONS. 

William E. Cox, as representative of Whit- 
man & Brown of Syracuse said to the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent: ‘‘We expect to 
show traud in these transactions, the notes 
which Edmiston & Waddell made and signed 
themselves. I don’t know that we can bold 
them for perjury as they may bave had a 
right to take another name, but surely this 
was fraud. Each firm will contribute $100 to 
prosecute the ease, and although there is not 
enough value in the stock heid by the in- 
cinnati firm to satisfy us, or even to give us 
anything, we would rather transfer the money 
toa lawyer than let such transactions go, and 
if we can catch either of the members of 
the firm this side of the Canada line, we will 
make things hot for them.“ 

It was learned at the hotel that the wives of 
Edmiston and Waddell had gone back to their 
father in Rockford, III., who is now a poor old 
man. It was also learned that the total in- 
debtedness amounts to over $300,000, and that

A PENAL COLONY. 


The Scheme to Send Convicts to Alaska 
Approved by Labor Leaders. 


New YORK, March 29.—The Herald this 
morning says: ‘‘The articles in the Herald on 
the question of convict labor are being widely 
read by workingmen, andthe plan suggested 
of sending law-breakers to Alaska, where 
they would not compete with the free labor of 
the various States, but still at the same time 
benefit the Government and themselves, has 
met with many warm indorsements. A 


reporter conversed with a number of 
prominent workingmen yesterday in re- 
gard to the matter, and here are given 
some of their opinions: James F. Downing of 
the Executive Board of District No. 175 
said: ‘‘Iifthe scheme ot sending convicts to 
Alaska is adopted, I on favor of having the 
convicts build railroads’ in the new country 
and letting the Government operate them. 
The scheme proposed is the best thing I have 
ever heard of in regard to conyict labor. It 
willbe a good thing for the various trades 
which have suffered in 2 of State 
Prison competition, and will be a good thing 
for the convicts themselves. Iam in favor of 
giving convicts a speedy trial and sending 
them immediately to Alaska.’’ 

James H. Magee, Master Workman of Dis- 
trict Assembly 55, remarked that he had read 
the article, and considered the plan a most 
brilliant one. It will better serve to settle 
the question of convict labor,’’ he said, ‘‘than 
anything I have heard of yet. It will also bea 
great preventive of crime. At present con- 
victs look upon going to Sing Sing moreasa 
picnic than a punishment, but when 
convicts know that they are to be sent to 
Alaska for a crime it will make them think 
twice before they violate the law. The scheme 
of colonization is proved to be a good thing by 
the history of Australia. The convicts have 
become better men and have been a profit to 
the State.’’ 

James E. Quinn, Master Workman of Dis- 
trict Assembly 49, said: ‘‘The great problem is 
what to do with the convicts. Itis necessary 
that they shouid labour, but the avarice of in- 
dividuais has put the convicts into the posi- 
tion of being used for personal gain, when if 
their labor had been used for the general 
good they would have been employed on 
roads, etc. While this has not been done in 
the past there is no reason why it shuuld not 
be done at present. Any system wiil be better 
than the one which makes the convict the 
competitor of the workingman.’’ 

Andrew J. Best, Secretary of the Empire 
Protective Association, stated that he thought 
Alaska was a nne country for convicts where 
they would be better off than inside prison 
walls. A large number of them would un- 
doubtedly settle on public lands and become 
respectable citizens, and in a new 8 
they would forget the past and leave their 
old lives behind them. I favor the scheme in 
every particular.

Speaking of the out- 
look in his State he said to the Post-DIsPATCH 
correspondent: I doubt very much if Mr. 
Cleveland will be able to secure anything like 
a full delegation to the National Convention.
